DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 9-12, 15-18, 22, and 25-28 are and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 9, line 15 there is no clear antecedent basis for "the detection signal" (detection 
signals were previously recited). The same occurs in claims 15, 22, 25-26 and 28. Regarding 
applicant's remarks that the "detection signal" is simply one of the detection signals previously 
recited, this is still unclear because it is not clear from the claims which of the previously recited 
detection signals is meant. 

In claims 10, 16 and 27, line 3 "allows to indicate" is not clear because of awkward 
grammar. Note also claim 25. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 9, 1 5, 22, 25-26 and 28 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. Claims 10-12, 16-17, and 27 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Election/Restrictions 

5. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-8, 13- 
14, and 18-19 to an invention non-elected with traverse in the reply filed on 10/29/03 and the 1 12 
rejections above. These non-elected claims should be canceled or dealt with by some other 
appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144). Failure to take action during this period will be treated as 
authorization to cancel the noted claims by Examiner's Amendment and pass the case to issue. 
Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1. 136(a) will not be permitted since this application will be 
passed to issue.
